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Wh«t is claimed is: 



1. (Currcnll^^^ndcd) A system for setting-up a future audio conference between a host 
parly and at least one participant party, said system comprising: 

a call control engine for receiving a future audio conferenco request from the host 

parly; 

a conference call database having a plurality of entries, wherein the future audio 
conferuncc request is stored on one of entries; 

a call facility for making audio connections, according to the future audio 
conference request, to the host party and at least one participant , said call fao. iHiv Hr^j

a call bridging facility for bridging the audio conjiections between the host party 
and ihe^at least one participant. 

2. (Original) 'Hic system of claim I , further comprising a timer facility for setting a 
timer for the future audio conference request. 



3. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the future audio conference request 
includes 

a future meeting time, 

a host destination, and 

at least one partipipant destination, 

4. (Currcnt|i^endcd) Tlic system of claim 4-3, wherein the host destination is a 
telephone number. 

5. (Current}y^)endcd) The system of claim wherein the at least one participant 
pwt-y- destination is a telephone number. 
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6. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the audio connections aromado through a 
public switched telephone network. 

7. (Currentlj^nded) The system of claim 34. wherein the host defmiiion is an c- 
mail address. 

8. (a.neni;y^mendcd) The system of claim wherein the at least one participant 
jxwty destination is an c-mail address. 

9. (Citrrently^cnded) The system of claim «. wherein the host destination is an 
Intcmct Protocol address, 

10- (Ciirrcntli^iicnded) The system of claim 3-1-, wherein the at least one participant 
par^y destination is au Jntemct Protocol address.

22. (Original) The method of claim 19 furlher comprising 

setting a timer, and 

associating the timer to the database entry. 

23. (Ciirrcn lly^Afnendcd) A computer readable medium for storing a computer 
program thcil sets up a fulitrc audio conference call between a host party and at least one 
parlicipanL paily, the computer progiam fur use hi: 

receiving a fuUiro pudio conference call request from the host party, wherein the 
fuhirc audio conference request inchides 

a future meeting time, 

a host party destination, and 

at least one participant party destination; 
storing the future audio conrerencc call request in a database entry; 
retrieving the database entry at about tlie future meeting time;

connecting the at least ojie participant party destination i f the hos t p arty 
dcslj nal UmcsUibliahc^^^ and 

bridging the host party destination to the at lea.st one participant party destination, 

24. (Original) The computer readaWe medium of claim 23, wherein the program is for 
further use in: 
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selling a timer, and 

associating the timer to the database entry. 
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
